Captain Lauritzen of the Richmond 
Navigation Company has started a 
movement for dredging out the canal 
leading from Cutting boulevard to 
deep water, which has every prospect 
of being carried out and which will 
make it possible for steamers’ to 
come to the Third street Wharf at 
any hour of the day. 

“I believe that it is imperative that 
the city take somea ction towards 
this end,” stated the captain yester- 
day, “and I have addressed‘a letter 


to the City Council calling “attention 
to the need.” 

Then the captain explained his 
plan. He believes the present old 
canal could be dredged to a further 
depth of six feet and widened 100 
feet, and that it would then be ade- 
quate to handle all boats which will 


EXCHANGE 


Meeting Place Is Also Changed 
After Lively Session Held 
Last Evening. 


No longer is the Merchants’ As- 
sociation affiliated with the Sequoia 


Commercial Club. At a meeting of 


the merchants, held last night in the 
club rooms, it was decided unani- 
mously to withdraw from the club 
and change the meeting place of the 
association. 

Hereafter the Merchants’ Associa- 
tion, which last night changed its 
name to the Merchants’ Exchange, 
will meet on the third Thursday night 
of each month in its new quarters in 
the Polytechnic Business College 
building.

The plan is said to have the back- 
ing of the majority of local mer- 
chants and it is even said that some 
of the members of the council are in 
favor of it. 

The plan would mean the cutting 
down of the cost of vegetables and 
fruits and Captain Lauritzen states 
that it would settle the question of 
a ferry from Richmond to San Fran- 
cisco, for he would make frequent 
trips and would take automobiles and 


vehicles across. The Lauritzen boats 
land at Vallejo street wharf in the 
metropolis.

Here is something that is of importance. The News always de- 
sires to do all it can to increase the population of Richmond and to 
add to its growth and prosperity. Nothing that we could possibly 
do in that line would be more beneficial and successful than to give 
our bachelor readers the information contained in this article.

lations, and the health of those who are residing in the camps will 
be carefully looked after. 

If there is a searcity of pickers and 
workers in our California orchards the orchardists have only them- 
selves to blame. They have not made the camps attractive, or even 
decent, and the permission to low caste Hindus and other disreputable 
characters to work alongside of decent people has resulted in making 
it impossible for any self-respecting man and his family to work as 


pickers, much as they might hke to do so. 
There are thousands of p ople in this state who would like 


if in sending your name to Miss Morgan you were to send some 
California poppies along addressed to her, to be handed to the fair 
one she selects for you. Flowers and candy always go right to a 
girl’s heart. The poppies can be packed up in parcels and will keep 
fresh until they reach Wheeling, and if they are pulled up by the 
roots, as they should be to go on such a long journey, they can be 
planted and will remind your mother-in-law and the rest of the 
family of the country where Mammie has gone. It only costs 15 

, cents to send the flowers East by parcel post, and Sacramento has 
sent over 100,000 East this year. 

Now let the boys of Richmond get busy and when the brides- 
to-be arrive the News will promise to publish all their pictures, the 
pictures of their fortunate husbands, and to give them 
the biggest and best sendoff any wedding couple in Richmond ever 
received.

HAVENS DENIES HE 
WOULD SELL THE 
LOCAL PLANT 


President Frank C. Havens of the 


People’s Water Company denied yes- 
terday morning the truth of a re- 
port that his corporation contem- 
plated making an offer to the city 
of Richmond to sell such portion of 
its plant as would be necessary to 
serve the municipality with water. 
Richmond, Havens said, was plan- 
ning to secure its water supply for 
the proposed municipal_water district 
from the Sacramento river, and that 
his company never’ had considered 
making any offer of its plant. 


“I take it,” said President Ha- 
vens, ‘“‘that the option which the 
People’s Water Company has given 
to the people of Oakland and the 
other east bay communities in the 
Proposed metropolitan water district 
covers all of our property. This 
being the case, we could not offer to 
sell any part of our plant as long as 
the option runs. Nobody — knows 
what part of the property will be 
necessary to serve the proposed wa- 
ter district and until this question 
is settled our company is in no posi- 
tion to negotiate anywhere else for 
the sale of all or any part of its 
property.”’ 


ASKS COUNTY 
FOR MORE 


MARYSVILLE, CAL., May 7, ’14— 
An extra claim by the Burns de- 
tective agency was filed with the su- 
pervisors yesterday for the amount 
of $964.60, bringing the total 
amount asked by the two detective 
agencies to over $11,000. District 
Attorney Edward B. Stanwood stated 
that the amount covered the serv- 
ices of the deteétives who were kept 
in the employ of the county until the 
latter part of March. The employ- 
ment of the detectives was owing to 
the many threats made against 
Yuba county officials and the im- 
prisonment of “Blackie” Ford and 
H. D. Suhr, and the general unem- 
ployed movement throughout the 
State. 


As the supervisors refused the bulk 
of the claims at their last meeting, 
the amount of yesterday's claim will 
also be refused. The detective agen- 
cies will soon institute suit against 
Yuba county for the payment of the 
entire amount of money alleged due.

The bill is to make lawful ceriain 
agreements between employes and la- 
borers and persons engaged in agri- 
culture or horticulture, and to limit 
the issuing of injunctions in certain 
cases and for othre purposes. 

The bill is a very important one to 
labor organizations and for that rea- 
son we print it in full as follows: 


“Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the Unit- 
ed States of America in Congress as- 
sembled, That it shall not be unlaw- 
ful for persons employed or. seeking 
employment to enter into any arrange 
ments, agreements or combinations 
with the view of lessening the hours 
of labor or of increasing their wages, 
or of bettering their condition; nor 
shall any arrangements, agreements,
